About The Farm 

Prevention of parasites In poultry 
means attention to the details of sani¬ 
tation, including proper disposal of 
the droppings, clean houses, clean 
ground, clean water containers and 
clean feed hoppers.. Worm—free 
flocks require less feed, produce bet¬ 
ter and are more resistant to disease. 

Cracked corn and bran, or corn, 
bran and oats in equal parts, make a 
good grain mixture for calves. (Jive 
them nil the good bay they will eat. 
Korean or mixed clover bay Is pre¬ 
ferred by many feeders to alfalfa for 
young calves. 

Pork sausage, when properly made, 
is a choice delicacy. The meat should 
be about three—fourths lean and one 
fourth fat. The tendency is to over— 
season rather than under—season. 
The use of red |>epi>er Is not recom¬ 
mended, and cure should l«‘ taken in 
the amounts of salt, black pepper and 
sage used. 

A mulch of straw applied in lute 
fall is beneficial to strawberries. It 
prevents heaving of plants caused by 
freezing and thawing, and also keeps 
the berries clean during the ripening 
period the following spring. About a 
ton of straw is needed per acre, or a 
bale to 300 feet of row. 

It is not economy to starve sheep, 
especially In lamb ewes. If Inferior 
roughages, such as corn stover and 
straw, are fed. a good legume hay 
also should be used. Include wheal 
bran and a little linseed oil meal with 
home-grown grains.

Land that bad been manured 
produced -0 bushels of corn to the 
acre, and land that had been treated 
with manure, phosphate fertilizers, 
and lime yielded 51 bushels to the 
ncre. 

At the Fnriston Held In Lnnrel 
county, untreated land produced 5 
bushels of corn to the ncre, manured 
land 18 bushels, and land treated with 
manure, phosphate, and lime, 50 
bushels. 

Untreated laud produced 10 bushels 
of corn to the acre on the Campbells- 
ville field in Taylor county. The use 
of manure Increased the yield to 51 
bushels, and manure, phosphate fer¬ 
tilizers, and lime produced 72 bushels 
to the acre, 

In the Purchase region, nt the May- 
field experiment Held, 2(1 bushels of 
corn to the ncre were harvested on 
untreated lnnd, 48 bushels on ma¬ 
nured land, and 70 bushels on land 
that had received manure, limestone, 
and phosphate fertilizers. 

At Greenville, on lnnd representing 
much of the soils of the western coal 
field, yields were: untreated land, 18 
bushels of corn to the acre: manured 
laud, 44 bushels, nml land treated 
with manure, phosphate and lime¬ 
stone, till bushels.

Acre Yields 144 Bushels of Coni 

Growing 144 bushels of corn on an 
acre made Jack Abney of Jackson 
county the 4-11 club corn champion 
of Kentucky, it is announced from the 
college of agriculture. The Corn was 
grown on an acre of rich land that 
hud been well manured and treated 
with superphosphate last year, lie 
used land that had been fertilized 
the previous year so as to reduce the 
cost of producing his acre this year, 
he said. 

Juck selected his seed corn in the 
field in the fall of 1932, and made 
careful plans to grow 150 bushels on 
the acre. He failed by six bushels, 
but nevertheless won the 4-H club 
stutu championship. His profit on the 
acre was .$121. 

Minerva Moore, a Rockcastle girl, 
placed second in the stute contest. 
She grew 130 bushels of corn on un 
acre. 

Third pluce went to C. Matthew 
Kush of Lee county, whose yield was 
120 bushels. Kash was state cham¬ 
pion in 1030 and 1932.
